Harrelle resigns 


SOUTH BAY---After only three months on 


*the job Lomax Harrelle, Jt., who took over as 


Public Works Director November 4 following 
the resignation of Tom Flemming, resigned 
himself at the South Bay city commission 
meeting Tuesday night. 

The 38 year old Harelle said he would remain 
until the city finds a replacement but urged 
commissioners to move quickly to hire a new 
public works director. 

Harrelle had apparently discussed his 
resignation with some of the commissioners, but 
Tuesday was the first night he publicly 
announced his plans to leave the city. 


He told the commission he has been offered 
an increase in pay to return to his former post 
as Public Works Director of Babylon Township, 
Long Island, New York. He said he would also 
be eligible for 20 year retirment benefits after 
working five more years in the New York 
township. 

South Bay Finance Director A. R. Grigsby 
said he has discussed the public works post with 
former Belle Glade water distribution 
superintendent Edward Trammell. Trammell, 
who resigned his Belle Glade post November 28, 
is considering the job but has not decided 
whether to accept said Grigsby. 

The most pressing matters now facing the 
city, according to Harrelle, are upgrading of the 
water plant and repair of city stree's. Only one 
of the three pumps at the South Bay water plant 
is in working condition, and the city would be 
without water if that one failed warned the 
outgoing public works director. 

Harrelle was given approval to draft bid 
specification for a new pump at the Tuesday 


meeting. 

“The water plant is a must. The city has no 
choice but to upgrade it," Harrelle said. 

At a budget session last week, city 
commissioners discussed the possibility of 
replacing deteriorating water pipes. 

The city commission hopes to fund repairs in 
the water and sewer systems through a 
Community Development grant. 

The outgoing public works director said he 
considers his most important accomplishments 
to be the repair of city water meters and 
organization of the public works barn. 

About 12 percent of the water meters were 
out of order when he arrived in October said 
Harrelle. Now every meter in South Bay is 
functioning he said. 

Harrelle said he also oversaw the repair of 
all equipment in the city barn and organized the 
materials in the barn in a more efficient 
manner. 

The public works director emphatically 
opposed sale of water to South Shore Water Co. 
of Lake Harbor. 

"Absolutely not. Our plant is already 
working 19-20 hours per day just to supply South 
Bay with water. We can't take on Lake Harbor 
too," he maintained. 

Harrelle said he accepted the South Bay post 
to help the city reorganize its public works 
operations and'to be with his ailing father, 
Lomax Harrelle, Sr., who suffered a partial loss 
of sight last year. The elder Harrelle is now 
recovering, and the public works director said 
he felt free to return to his old job. 

Harrelle said his former employers have 
offered him a much higher salary then the $300 
per week he receives at his South Bay post

request with evidence ofthe 
large case load generated in 
the Glades. Miller said -962 
misdemeanor and 500 felony 
cases originated in the Glades 
for a total of 1,400 cases in 
1975. 

Although not all the cases 
actually came to trail, Miller 
estimated that 2,000 witnesses 
were called in 1975. 

The assistant state's attor- 
néy said the Glades area also 
generates 8 percent of the 
juvenile cases in Palm Beach 
County. 

Miller cited a precedent in 
Colorado where һе said 
counties are. divided into 
individual jury districts. "The 
only requirement under the 
law is that a person is entitled 
to a "fair and impartial" trial, 
and there is nothing in this 
proposal which denies that," 
said Miller.

told the subjects to remain still 
and escaped over ‘a levee. 

The robber was described as 
a short stocky black male, 54", 
150 lbs., large afro haircut, 
20-24 years old, wearing dark 
clothes.

The 
Hendersons told Birkler they 
stopped by the road to take a 
walk and to view the Lake 
when a black male wearing a 
stocking over his head 
confronted them with what 
they believed to be a .22 cal. 
rifle. He reportedly took $ 
from Henderson's wallet. 

The robber then took the 
stocking from his face and 
ordered Mrs. Henderson to tie 
her husband's hands. He 
ordered them to walk away and 
not turn around and then 
escaped. 

The couple describe the 
robber.as a black male, 6', with 
a moustache in his mid-30's. 
They said his manner was 
"polite but business like.” 

Lieutenant Suttle said he is 
“90 percent sure" the mbberies. 
were committed by the same 
person. He said it is common 
for victims to give different 
descriptions of the same 
person, and pointed out both 
victims were older people. 

Suttle said the group at 
Crooked Hook could have 
mistaken the robber's weapon 
for a shotgun “because the 
barrel of a rifle looks big when 
it's pointed at you. 

The Sheriff's lieutenant said 
the robberies were carried out 
in a similar manner. In both 
cases the robber spoke only to 
the woman, ordering her to get 
the wallets from the men, He 
said both victims had icles 
bearing out-of-state license 
plates. 


Sheriff's deputies were

Orange Julce 

This week the New York Citrus Futures 
Market once again reacted to cold weather 
warnings. From the low of January l4th (the 
March option 5825) to the highs of January 20th 
(March 6180) the market moved through a 314 
centrange. Thus far this season the citrus has 
experienced repeated cold weather snaps - hone 
cold‘ enough to inflict major damage, hut 
cumulatively affecting fruit yields. Each freeze 
scare has moved futures prices up, but with 
diminishing intensity. Through the 7th week of 
this season the industry has packed (produced) 
15 million gallons more than last season, moved 
(sold) 1.7 million gallons less, and has on hand 
(inventory) 12.1 million gallons, With the crop 
estimated roughly 3 millior boxes less than that 
of last year, it is obvious that the early maturity 
of fruit iseresponsible for our current inventory 
picture. Fifteen million more gallons processed 
now will mean fifteen million less to be 
processed later on. Buyers in the field are well 
aware of this situation, and despite the heavy 
processing of fruit delivered - in prices have 
remained strong. We continue to believe that 
the futures market will not experience 
additional weakness from recent low levels 
although the (“normal”) yearly pattern is for 
weakening prices in the spring, we believe that 
this is the exceptional year. With a good supply 
- demand balance we expect a two-sided trading 
market for the near term.

Corn 

Comparatively speaking, the corn market put 
in the best performance in-the grain last week 
but the larger than expected supply revealed in 
the stocks in all positions report - 4.431 billion 
bushels vs. 3.620 last year - was expected to 
undermine confidence and bring weakness into 
the market which would again turn the 
technical trend down. Although indicated first 
quarter usage was up 11 percent from a year 
ago at 1.695 billion bushels compared with 1.562

last year, the bulk of this was accounted for by 
the export category, suggesting disappointing 
increases: in feed consumption or a larger 
supply total than estimated as beginning stocks. 

The planting intentions report had indicated 
that producers expect to increase acreage 3.7 
percent and while this was on the low side of 
guesses it occasioned no support in the 
marketplace as it indicated another record crop 
could be forthcoming given average or normal 
weather. A close in May corn under 2.72 would 
turn the major trend down agair and we would 
thus anticipate lower prices. We would sell May 
corn on rallies to 2.70-2.72 with stops over 2.80. 


Hogs & Pork Bellies 

Hog fundamentals; though generally bullish 
until now, appear to be turning. Long April 
positions recommended last week should carry 
stops below 40.80. A close below that level wiil 
turn the trend down. Increased cattle supplies, 
and higher than expected prok production 
account for weakening futures values. 


Cattle 

A combination of increased beef marketings 
and greater feed-lot placements sent board 
prices plummeting to new contract lows. Cattle 
on feed, January 1, totaled 12,296,000 head in the 
23 major feeding states, 28 percent above a year 
earlier. Placements of cattle into feed-lots in 
these states also rose 27 percent during the 
fourth quarter from a year earlier. Beef 
production week ended 1-24 totaled 475 million 
Ibs., about 10 percent above year ago levels as 
slaughter rose to 810,000 vs. 723,000 last year. 
Average live weights have increased sharply to 
1,025 Ibs. vs. 1,015 a week ago and 1,036 last 
year. Along with lower futures, wholesale 
dressed beef prices collapsed to a 10-month low 
on reduced packer demand. The trend is down 
and trading from the short side is 
recommended.

Having identified the deduc.

new house built or started 
before last March 26 and you 
must have bought it at the 
lowest price at which it was 
offered since last February 28. 
In addition, the contract must 
have been signed before the 
end of 1975. 

Any part of the home buyer's 
credit not applied against 1975 
income taxes is lost; there is no 
refund of excess amounts. So if 
you have a tax credit of $1,000, 
for example, and your income 
is only $750, $250 of the credit 
is wasted. Use IRS form 5405 
to compute, 
If during 1975 you bought a 


car or other asset even partly 
used in business, you may be in 
line to get back a pro-rated 
share of the cost, up to 10 per 
cent, as a business investment 
credit. Ask for IRS form 3468. 

Another credit which, if you 
prefer, can be taken as a 
deduction instead is the one for 
political contribtions. This 
credit has been doubled and 
now equals one half the 
contribution up to 
a joint return. 

Those who take the standard 
deduction instead of itemizing 
will, of course, have to claim 
the political contribution as a 
credit. Those who itemize and 
thus have a choice will be 
guided by their income bracket 

— higher income taxpayers 
generally gain more from 
taking the deduction. Figure it 
both ways to decide which is 
better for you. 

Overwithholding of Social 
Security taxes, a common 
occurence for those holding 
two jobs, creates a credit that 
should be applied to the income 
taxes you still owe. Any excess 
can be applied to your 1976 
estimated tax or returned to 
you as a refund. The same is 
true of any excess income taxes 
that may have been withheld 
from your paychecks. 

If you used large quantities 
of gasoline and lubricating oil 
in machines other than 
highway motor vehicles — 
boats, tractors, mowers or 


the most important credit is 
the one on earned income, a 
sort of negative income tax. 
For a qualified taxpayer — one 
who maintains a household in 
the U.S. that includes at least 
one of the taxpayer's depen- 
dent children — the credit is 10 
per cent of earned income up to 
a credit of $400 on income of 
$4,000. After the $4,000 income 
level is passed, the taxpayer 
begins to lose the credit at the 
same 10 per cent rate, so that 
when income reaches $8,000 
the credit is gone.

BOSTON, Feb. 7, 1776 — J. Turk assigned me 
to find out what is going on inside Boston, 
especially as to what General Sir Wm.

studied what clandestine traffic might 
possibly be moving across the water into Boston 
under cover of darkness. Approached’ an 
acquaintance of supple patriotism to question if 
he thought anyone was running food or firewood 
over to the Lobster Backs at night.
